Summary of Record of Interview Requirements 


Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (lUIPEP), Section 713.04, Substance of Interview lUlust be Made of Record 

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview. 

Title 37 Code of Federal Regulations (CFR) § 1.133 Interviews 

Paragraph (b) 

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1 , 1 .135. (35 U.S.G. 132) 


37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt.

-An Identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and If so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability Is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

-The signature of the examiner who conducted the Interview (If Form Is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It Is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the Interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the Interview 
unless It Includes, or Is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the Interview.

Examiners are expected to carefully review the applicant's record of the substance of an interview. If the record is not complete and 
accurate, the examiner will give the applicant an extendable one month time period to correct the record.

If the claims are allowable for other reasons of record, the examiner should send a letter setting forth the examiner's version of the 
statement attributed to him or her.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

1 . 112 rejection of claims 1 , 2 and 4: Applicant intends to amend claims to remedy. 

2. 103 rejection of claim 1 : Applicant presented an overview of his understanding of the teachings of Fraier and Want 
and suggested that a significant concept of the subject invention is that a particular meaning may be associated with 
the particular spacial arrangement of a plurality of RFID tags in combination. Want teaches that a tag enabled object 
may have a position sensor and that a plurality of such objects may be interrogated allowing powerful command 
structures to be generated, but does not teach either simultaneous interrogation of the tag enabled objects, or the 
independent determination of spacial arrangement by the interrogator. 

The Examiner agreed that introduction of either simultaneous interrogation of spacially separated objects and/or the 
introduction of other position determining mechanisms, supported by the original disclosure would defeat the rejection 
based on current grounds and references. Examiner noted that the general concept of meaning assigned to a spatial 
arrangement of multiple objects appears less common in searched art than meanings based on tempral or ordered 
arrangement, but that further search will be required based on specific amended claim limitations, before determing 
whether these would be allowable. 

The applicant has also provided an additional Information Disclosure Statement including actions and references cited 
in corresponding applications with the Australian and European Patent Offices subsequent to the most recent Office 
Action, The Examiner has yet to consider this disclosure. 

The Applicant indicated his intent to amend claims to include limitations for simultaneous interrogation and/or method 
of determining spacial arrangement.
